New Deadlock In Talks Dims 
Hopes 
For Averting 
Union Walkout 


Brother Of Ruler Who Died 
From Pistol Wound 
Accepts Throne 


COLUMBUS, June IO — Ohio 
Juveniles did not take off on a sex 
spree during the w ar years, a state 
research sociologist revealed here 
today. 
In fact, the behaviour of the 
youths was better than the adults' 
record, but more surprising—the 
boys outshone the girls and took 
the edge off the "sugar and spice’* 
rhyme. 
Richard Alleman of the state 
bureau of juvenile research said 
th a t contrary to popular belief, 
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I 
neither sex delinquencies nor de­ 
linquencies of a violent nature in­ 
creased sharply during 1940-45. 
“The increases have been in de­ 
linquency in general and not in 
these two kinds of offense;* in par­ 
ticular," A Hainan said. 
People thought th at juveniles 
ran wild during the war years be­ 
cause the actions of young girls 
and boys happened to be more no­ 
ticeable, Allaman claimed. 
“If a soldier picked up a girl, it 
always was noticed and it made 
good copy,*' he said, “but if a boy 
in a sw eater picked up a girl, no 
one paid much attention to it," 
AI Ism an adm itted there were 
more sex delinquency cases re­ 
ported during the war. 
“But there was no increase in 
the proportion of sex offenses," he 
added. “More sex cases were re­ 
ported simply because more juve­ 
nile cases were being reported.” 
W artim e 
juvenile 
delinquency 
hit its peak in 1943 when the num ­ 
ber of boys’ cases increased 28 per 
cent over 1940 and the girls* cases 
skyrocketed to 59 per cent above 
the 1940 level. 
The four leading reasons for 
com plaint 
in 
boys’ 
delinquency 
cases in the peak year were: steal­ 
ing, acts of carelessness or mis- 
chieviousness, 
traffic 
violations 
and burglary. 
For the girls they w’ere: ungov­ 
ernable, running away from home, 
truancy from school and sex of-

BANGKOK. June IO- Eighteen- 
year-old Prince Bhumibhol Adul- 
dej ascended the throne of Siam 
today in succession to his brother, 
King Ananda Mahidol whose life 
was cut short at 9 a. rn. yesterday 
by a pistol shot. 
Bhumibhol immediately was of- 
fered the throne vacated by his 
(brothers death and agreed 
to 
accept the role of titular ruler of 
Siam. 
An official communique by the 
government ascribed the death of 
Ananda to an “accident”. The com* 
munique said that the king was 
in the habit of “playing with his 
pistol" during the early morning 
hours and was believed to have 
shot himself. 
The official communique did not 
describe the king's death in detail. 
It said that he died at 9 a. rn. yes­ 
terday and was found dead in his 
bedroom by an attendant. 
The communique also explained 
that the king had been suffering 
from “stomach trouble” for the last 
week but had been able to perform 
his 
royal 
duties 
“until lately”.

was 
no 
explanation 
as 
I w hether there w as any connection 
between the “stom ach trouble” and 
the pistol shot. 
The 
national 
legislature 
was

sion and voted to ask Bhumibhol 
to take the throne as provided by 
law'.

TTie regents, the presidents of 
both houses of the legislature, and 
the council of m inisters headed 
by Prem ier Pride Panym yong w'ent 
to Boromphiman hall, residence of 
Prince Bhumibhol, and officially 
asked him to ascend the throne.

A deep and widespread burn en­ 
dangers life and challenges the 
best that medical science can offer. 
Momenta Precioes 
Every moment is precious, ao, 
if ever you are faced with such a 
situation, don’t waste time trying 
to relieve the patient at home. 
Rush him to the hospital, because 
only a hospital is equipped to give 
prompt treatment adequate to the 
emergency. 
Severe burns are dangerous 
from many standpoints. In the 
first place, they cause a condition 
known as shock or collapse with 
lowered blood pressure and, often, 
unconsciousness. Secondly, there 
is a loss of protein because of the 
large amount of the fluid part of 
the blood which accumulates on 
the burned surface. 
This meane that the blood Ie 
being robbed of its fluid and of 
proteins essential to the nourish­ 
ment of body tissues, at a danger­ 
ously rapid rate. 
Losses Made Good 
If life is to be saved, both losses 
must be made good without delay. 
The best way of doing this, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Somers H. Sturgis 
of the U. S. Army Medical Corps, 
is by an injection of blood plasma 
or the fluid part of the blood. The

If plasma it 
not available, whole blood may ba 
used. 
A pressure dressing on the 
burned area may help to cut down 
the fluid loss. In the next two to 
ten day*, injections of whole blood 
into a vein ara advisable. The pa­ 
tient should be given plenty of 
foods rich in protein such aa meat, 
milk, and eggs, and plenty of wa­ 
ter must be supplied. 
Mixtures of amino acids given 
by mouth may prove helpful. 
Amino acids are the substance* 
from which proteins ar* formed. 
Some alkalin* substance, such as 
baking soda, may also be recom­ 
mended to keep the urine alkaline 
Danger of Infection 
A second danger from burns la 
th* occurrence of infection. Th* 
use of penicillin and the sulfon­ 
amide drugs may be helpiul in 
combating this infection or pre­ 
venting it. 
Once the patient’s general con­ 
dition is satisfactory, thought 
must be given to the treatment of 
the burned area itself. Varioua 
forms of treatment, such as sul­ 
fonamide preparations and oint­ 
ments of penicillin and other sub­ 
stances, have been advised in the 
early stages. 
Later on, the burned area must 
be covered with skin and for thia 
purpose akin grafting la em­ 
ployed. 
Of course, whenever a bum la 
severe, the patient should be put 
into a hospital at once if it is pos­ 
sible. If not, call the doctor imme­ 
diately. He will be able to improve 
methods whereby emergency treat­ 
ment can be given at horn*.

AFTER HARD COAL SETTLEMENT 


City Asked To Join In U. S. 


Campaign To Avoid 


New Inflation 


Mayor Ben H. Gordon issued an 
official 
proclamation, 
Monday, 
urging the safeguarding of war­ 
time savings. The action was taken, 
the mayor said, at the request of 
Gov. Frank J. Launch**. 
Mayor Gordon said his proclama­ 
tion was issued in connection with 
a nation-wide campaign to protect 
the public from loss of their sav­ 
ings 
through 
frauds 
and 
gyp 
schemes and to thus avoid a repe­ 
tition 
of the 
tragic losses 
that 
mary people suffered due to im­ 
provident use of their savings fol­ 
lowing World War I. 
As of Jan. I, 1946. Mayor Gor­ 
don pointed out, the total liquid 
assets of the people of the United 
States was estimated by the U. S. 
Treasury Department to be $181,- 
000.000,000, and that figure repre­ 
sents money held by more than 
85.f>00.000 Americans and 1s large­ 
ly in the form of War Bonds, sav­ 
ings deposits, checking accounts 
and cash With this vast reservoir 
of savings representing as it does 
a tremendous potential purchas­ 
ing power, if properly conserved 
and wisely spent, the possibility of 
unwise expenditures, investments 
and losses to fraudulent enterprises 
us apparent. The mayor added that 
competent authorities have esti-1 
mated that there are more than 
750 basic swindling schemes ex­ 
tant now seeking to defraud the 
people of their accumulated sav­ 
ings. 
Following a state conference it 
was decided to appeal to the may­ 
ors of all Ohio cities to take the 
lead In initiating the campaign in 
their respective communities. The 
state committee laid special em­ 
phasis on the following: 
I—Guard your wartime savings. 
2 - Investigate before you in­ 
vest. 
3 Check values before you buy. 
4 
Buy more Savings Bonds and 
keep those you now have. 
5 Do not buy anything now that , 
you do not need. 
“A campaign to safeguard war­ 
time savings is a movement 
in 
which all of our citizens should be 
vitally concerned'’, Mayor Gordon 
asserted. "I urge all citizens to j 
give heed to the timely warnings 
sounded by national and otate com -; 
mittees engaged in this campaign.1 
The proclamation: 
WHEREAS, it is estimated that 
the American people now have an 
accumulated savings of approxi­ 
mately 181 billions of dollars which 
is available for the purchase of 
commodities and for the purpose of 
investments, which funds, if prop­ 
erly safeguarded, will mean much 
to the future security of our peo­ 
ple and the economic welfare of 
our nation, and 
WHEREAS, there is a definite 
danger that a considerable portion 
of this money may be dissipated 
by investment in unproductive and 
illegitimate channels which will di­ 
vest people of their savings and 
their purchasing power, and 
WHEREAS, a nation-wide move­ 
ment has been instituted to im­ 
press the people of this country 
with the necessity for safeguard­ 
ing their savings as a protection to 
them for the economic welfare of 
the nation and aa a means of com­ 
bating inflation, in which national 
organizations 
representing 
busi­ 
ness, agriculture, education, labor, 
industry, finance, veterans, press 
and radio, and others have taken 
an active part, and 
WHEREAS, representatives of 
such groups in the State of Ohio as 
well as the agencies of the State
